SAMUEL J. THIDEN. 


Picturesque, able, mysterious, Samuel 
J. Tilden stood as a conspicuous figure 
in our political arena. The Tilden fam- 
ily is of English origin, and traces itself 
back for more than two hundred and 
fifty years, to the sturdy manhood of 
Kent. 
One of the family arrived in 
Massachusetts shortly after the settle- 
ment of Plymouth Rock. 
This was the 
part of the family from which S. J. 
Tilden sprang. 
Samuel's grandfather 
settled in Columbia county. New York, 
at an early day, establishing the family 
home at New Lebanon, where it has 
been ever since. 
His father was bom 
there and became a 
merchant 
and 
farmer, distinguished for his intelligence 
and good judgement, and a man popular 
in his seetion. His mother came from 
the family of 
William 
Jones, 
who 
had 
been 
lieutenant 
governor 
of 
the colony of New Haven, a man of 
decided prominence in his time, Samuel 
was bom in 1814. 
His early education 
was carefully attended to by his father 
who was altogether capable in this re- 
spect. It soon became apparent, how- 
ever. that the young man's physical 
strength was not sufficiently good to 
sustain his mental activity, and he short- 
ly left college considerably broken down 
in health; later he recovered somewhat 
and was enabled to enter the University 
of New York, where he finished his 
academic education. 
He was at the 
time twenty years of age, but had al- 
ready given considerable time to the 
examination of questions of politics and 
finance 
Hewae • decided democrat 


and had no trouble to give intellid^t 
reasons for his faith. He was already a 
clear reasoner end a fluent, direct talker. 
Almoet from the fint TUden became a 
politiolant

when Jackson was rounding into the last 
half of his second term and at a time 
when there was considerable excitement 
and interest 
in political 
questions 
There had been a lively revival of par 
ties under the Jacksonian method of 
disposing of patronage and the bank agi- 
tation, with other questions of 
public 
concern. 
Young Tilden very readily 
gave his attention to the affairs of the 
times, and with a mind fitted for the 
study and intricate research, he was 
heard by the public, even before he hac 
beooa&e a voter. 
He was a prominent 
figure in political debates for many years 
in his native state, especially in the finan 
cial flury of Jackson's second term. 
When thirty years of age, he with Mr. 
John O. Sullivan, ¡started the daily 
JVew»«, in New York city. 
Mr. Tilden 
was made editor. 
His law practice grew 
rapidly and he was elected to the legis 
lature in 1845. 
His chief work during 
the brief period of his service in the 
legislature, was in urging thorough agi- 
tation for a constitutional convention. 
His 
efforts 
yielded 
fruit 
and he 
was made a member 
of the con- 
vention. 
After one legislative term he 
returned to his law practice. 
He was 
chairman of the democratic 'state com- 
mittee in 1863. 
He went at the work of 
ridding the state of the Tweed ring, in 
his cool and calculative way and com- 
pletely overthrew the conspirators. 
He 
was made governor of New York in 1874 


; )uring his term of office he broke up 
the canal ring. 
He offended Mr. John 
Kelly and the two were ever afterward 
enemies. 
In 1876 he was nominated for 
president of the United States and the 
democrats claimed his election. 
The 
electoral commission, however, counted 
him out. 
Since then he has been more 
or less prominent in politics. 
Having 
never married, he had no home ties. 
He 
lived in Gramarcy Park and his house is 
furnished with all that culture and taste 
can suggest. 


MSTOBIOAII. 


Samuel Jones Tilden, an American 
lawyer, 
was 
bora 
in 
New 
Leb- 
anon, Columbia county. 
New York, 
February 9, 1814. 
He entered Yale 
college in 1838, but completed his course 
at the university of New York, and was 
admitted to the bar. 
He was a member 
of the state constitutional convention of 
1849, and also of the assembly, and did 
much to shape the' canal policy of the 
state. 
In 1855 he was defeated as dem- 
ocratic candidate for the office of attor- 
ney general of the state. 
In 1866 he 
was chosen chairman of the state demo- 
cratic committee, and in 1867 was a mem- 
ber of the constitutional convention. In 
1869-'70 he was active in the organiza- 
tion of the bar association. 
In 1870-'71 
he was prominent in detecting important 
frauds in the government of New York 
city, and in 1872 was a member of as- 
sembly. 
In November, 1874, he was 
elected governor of New York by 60,317 
majority. 
He has been counsel in many 
important casts, 
prominent 
among 
which are the Flagg contested election 
for the comptrollership of New York 
city in 1856; the Burdell heirs against 
Mrs. Cunningham in 1857; the Cumber- 
and coal case in 1868; and the Dela- 
ware 
and 
Hudson Canal 
company 
against the Pennsylvania Coal company 
in 1863. 


Mr. Tilden was in the seventy-second 
year of his age. 
He was five feet ten 
inches in height, and he had what phy- 
siologists call the purely nervous tem- 
perament, with its usual accompani- 
ment of spare figure, blue eyes and fair 
complexion. 
His hair, originally chest- 
nut, was partially silvered with age. 


At the St. Louis convention, June 28, 
1876, Mr. Tilden was nominated for the 
presidency, receiving 685 votes on the 
second balloi 
At the election he re- 
ceived 4,284,265 against 4,033,295 for B. 
B. Hayes.

DEMOCRATIC TICKET. 


THE mother of ex-KJiedive Ismail 
Pasha, who died a few days ago at 
Cairo, was one of the most ^vicked old 
women imaginable. 
She was noted for 
her depravity, and the men who once 
entered her palace at the Abbassieh, 
just outside of Cairo, never emerged 
therefrom again. 
On several occasions 
her carriage was pelted with stones and 
ske herself mobbed by ci'owds of wo- 
men, Bome of whom demanded their 
sons, others their husbands and broth- 
ers. 
Latterly she had become exceed- 
ingly devout. 


AT Ya^uina Bay, Oregon, the fishing 
is doue by Indians from canoes.

fish in about 125 feet of water, a mile 
and a half or so from shore. 
They use 
no bait, but liave the shanks of their 
hooks covered with block tin, the glit- 
ter of which attracts the fish, and the 
liook does not reach the bottom until 
it is seized by a fish. There are two 
Indians to each canoe, and at present 
five i-auoes are emi)loyed. 
Tlie beauty 
of this system to the fisli-canuing^ es- 
tablishmeuts is tliut there can be no 
great loss. 
If nn Indian or a canoe 
goes down, all that is necessary is to go 
to the reservation and get another 
one. 


A GEc)LO(iiST asserts that ho has re- 
cently found in a gravel stratum along 
the Sangamon liivei-, in Illinois, three 
rough diamonds of the first water, and 
at least a dozen fine topazes all in the 
same locality. 
He also states that he 
has found a large number of pearls in 
mussels from the Sangamon. 
Tlie gen- 
tleman, whose name is not given, is 
vouched for as a man of trustwortlii- 
ne.ss and education, and is said to have 
had experience in the diamond mines in 
lirazil. 
These stones have already 
been tested by an experienced lajndary 
and pronounced to be diamonds. 
The 
topazes are easily distinguishable as 
such. 
They are all large enough to be 
cut to fair advantage. AVhile the fiiider 
lays no claim to having made anything 
like an extensive disc()v<'ry, he believes 
occasional precious stones w ill be fouml 
wherever this stratum of gravel over- 
lies the limestone. 
He is reticent about 
the exact jdace of his find, but it is 
known to be Avithin eight miles of 
Sprinfield.

These are things of tlio ¡¡ast, one would say, 
yet so strange are the iimtatioiis of time that

ing of another railroad txD that metropolis.

A BUCKING BROXrnO. 


It is a novel scheme, and originated with 
Erastus Wiiiian, the only man who would be 
likely 
conceh'e such a thing and ho able to 
carry it to what already seems to promise a 
satisfactory conclusion. 
The idea is tliis: 
The Baltimoi-e and Onio raih-oad, as is well 
known, is seeking an entiy into New York. 
When it reaches a point in New Jersey about 
twenty mikjs southwest of New York city 
there are two courses open to it, and l)oth be- 
set with «lifliculties.

A Man to Be Fc 


"Ward H. Lamon, Mr. Lincoln's Illinois 
partner who was appointed by him 
United States Marshal for the District 
of Columbia, was a man of gigantio size 
and herculean strength. 
Among the 
many anecdotes related ftbont h ^ waq 
that of his contest w i ^ Secretary Stan> 
ton for the jail atWaeibington. Marshal 
Lamon had in custody thfiK a nmnb^ 
of colored prisoners, legally committed 
and he refused to liberate them. 
One 
afternoon he went to dine with old Mr. 
Blair out at Silver Springs, and when 
he returned his deputy informed him 
that the military Govenior had taken 
possession of the jail, and put there a 
guard composed of a Sergeant and aboat 
a dozen men. 
Lamon consulted Mr. 
Carlisle, his regular counsel, and, as- 
certaining that this intrusion was ut- 
terly without warrant of law, announced 
his intention of retaking the place, 
which he proceeded to do at once. 
Alone, and with his own hands, he dis- 
armed the entire party, took the keys 
from the Sergeant, looked np him and 
his men, stacked their arms, and then 
reported to Mr. Lincoln the state ol 
ail'airs. 
He was sustained, as he always 
was, by the President, and in due time 
a ponderous opinion from Father Bates 
put an end to the military siege of the 
jail, which Lamon meanwhile had put 
into a posture of defense, and deter- 
mined to hold at any cost. 
About the 
same time Mr. Stanton had made up 
his mind to seize a house that Lamon 
had bought and was fitting up for the 
reception of his family. 
"If yon do 
that," said Lamon, at the conclusion of 
the interview in which the Secretary 
had been very ofiensive, "I'll kill you." 
Stanton went immediately to the Presi- 
dent, and informed him that the Mar- 
shal had threatened to murder him. 
"Well, Stanton," said Lincoln, "if he 
really said it, I'd advise you to prepare 
for your end, for he's a man of his word. 
But I'll see him, and try if I can't get 
him to spare your life on my account. 
He's a great friend of mine, you know." 
But Mr. Stanton did not take the house.

America. Hampton, Va., is ritiiated within 
a few miles of Old Pofait^ Ûèmfort, around 
wfaidi rise the batUeo^t« lOf «Fortress J l ^ - 
roe, the largest fort^oation in^the United 
States. On the waters oppolsite më the battle 
of the Monitor and the^ Merrima« was fought, 
and on the ground where I noW)sit Oai>t John 
Smith stopped in 1608 before he went iq> |:he 
James river to have hb life saved by 
Pocahontas. A stone's thr(9w frcrnihére B ^ 
Butler established the first colored schd()l : in 
the United States, and it was bere that he 
made his declaration that the negro was con- 
traband of war. Just acrpss Hampton roads, 
out of sight, is Norfolk, and between Hamp- 
ton and that point lié the rip-raps, where 
Andrew Jacteon nied to go fishing with 
Amos Kendal, and where it was supposed 
President Tyler was going for a summer vaca- 
tion when he slipped off to New York and 
married Julia Oardiner in one of the churches 
thersi 


T I R G M I A 
H A L L . 


During the late war Hampton was regarded 
by the freedmen as a city of refuge. With 
Ben Butler to back them, the colored people 
collected here from all quarters, and it is 
probably this fact that caused the foundation 
of a great colored educational institution at 
this point. A colored population of 2,000,000 
lies within easy reach of H ^ p t o n , and about 
twenty years ago a school was opened here 
for colored scholars on a manual labor basis. 
This school has since developed into the noted 
Normal and Agricultural institute of Hamp- 
ton, which now has buildings and lands valued 
at $^,000, and which gives tuition annnally to 
about 500 colored people and 140 Indians. 
It 
has become owe of the great institutions of the 
United States, and it is known from Maine to 
Georgia and frxsm Oregon to Florida. It has 
graduated 500 colored students, of whom 
nine-tenths are doing well, and though it has 
been used as an Indian school for only about 
a decade, it has sent out 146 educated Indians, 
two-thirds of whom are now teachers, farm- 
ers, mechanics and laborers in the west. 
It 
is probably the cheapest college in the United 
States,- and from its catalogue, which lies be- 
fore me, I find that the cost of tuition is only 
$70 per year per student, that board costs $10 
per month, and that the cost of clothing ranges 
from $20 to $50 a year. This tuition is paid 
by endowment or gifts of friends of the insti- 
tution, so that the whole necessary part to the 
colored student who wishes an education is 
about $50 a year for clothing and $10 a month 
for board. 


(yen. S. C. Armstrong is a straight, fine 
looking man of 50, who has been engaged in 
this work for some years, and who is an en- 
thusiast on the sub- 
ject. 
His father 
was a missionary in 
the Sandwich Isl- 
ands, and it is with

He says there are twenty tribes 
ready to take lands in severalty, and that if 
the govenunent will pay the treaty debt of 
the Indians of $4,000,000, as the interior de- 
partment urges, it could, if the money was 
used wisely, put the Indians ftir in advance in 
civilization.

The, students are all required to labor for 
bertam hours every day, but they have cmly 
an hour's work a day which they are not paid 
for. For all over this the school pays them 
from 6 to 8 cents an hour, and they have the 
cEanceof making from $4 to $5 a month at 
the trades which they leam here. The aim is 
to give them such an education as will enable 
them to make good citizens and good men 
and women, and they are taught, in addition 
to the ustial branches of education, the use of 
tools and useful trades. The girls leam how 
to keep house, to cook, to wash, to nurse and 
to sew, and the boys hare certaih hour« of 
work upon the farm, in tbe sawmill, the car^ 
penter shop, the tin shop, the blacksmith shop 
and elsewhere. 
The institution is by no 
means a money making one. It is not man- 
aged as a speculation but as 
«great educa- 
tional, and, in a manner, charitable, institu- 
tion. It receives an appropriation from thé 
state of Virginia and congress plays $167 a 
year for each Indian student being educated 
in i t 
The labor featuró is a matter of édu- 
cation rather than for prc^t, and the «tiideoM- 
last y^ar earned over $42,000.

ginia hall, which was built by the Hampton 
1s£njgers, who, like the Fiske jubilee singers, 
ttraVèled all over the country and gave con- 
jcert^, is a fine French-roofed brick of about 
190 feet frontk : One of its wings is 100 feet 
deep, and its cost must have run high into the 
^thonsands. The Indians here are dressed like 
(.ti^ whites, and t h ^ live liko civilized people, 
^ e Indian boys' cottage is called the "wig- 
wam." Each Indian has » room to himself

fitted up with a washstand, a good, hard, 
clean bed, a chair and a table. I noted that 
many of them decorated their rooms with 
pictures, and that though the prints were 
poor the evidence of artistic taste was not 
lacking. 


These Indians come from many different 
tribes and they speak languag6s widely dif- 
ferent. When they first come the sign lan- 
guage, which is in common use among all the 
Indian tribes, was used by the students in in- 
structing them as to various matters, and I 
give you a picture here of a Hampton student 
who is supposed to be telling two of his 
blanketed brothers, fredi from the frontier, 
how the white man's way is the better way 
for them. 


ONK OF T H E DORMITORIES. 


Hampton is managed somewhat as a mili- 
tary school. The officers drill daily, and the 
scholars all have uniforms. The dark sldnned 
oflJcers wear their epaulettes with dignity, 
and I noted that the major, who was our 
guide, was greeted with a military salute 
wherever we went. 


The Indians here of both sexes enjoy the 
life. The Indian boys cut their hair short 
and wear shoes instead of moccasins. 
They 
like American games, and play croquet, 
dominoes and checkers, delighting especially 
in looking at pictures and in reading when 
they become far enough advanced to do so. 
They try to help each other, and they have, 
in the wigwam, family prayers every night 
conducted by the boys, two taking part each 
night. One reads a verse from the Bible and 
the other makes a short prayer either in 
English or Indian, and then all sing a verse 
and rei>eat the Lord's prayer. These Indian 
^ d e n t s are great fellows for clubs. They 
have a half dozen different organizations 
made up of debating societies, literary so- 
cieties, temperance 
societies, brothers' so- 
cieties, etc. The Indian girls have also clubs, 
and every two weeks these clubs meet to- 
gether and have social and literary entertain- 
ments. The Indian is much more of a social 
itniTnw.1 than he is given credit for, and under 
proper surroundings he develops a love for 
social amusements equal to that of the Eng- 
lish. 


AN INDIAN G I R L IN HIIR ROOM. 


The • Indians here, as a rule, work half of 
the day and study the other half. I entered 
anunii)er of their class rooms, and h^ird 
them answer the questions propounded by the 
teachers. They were in the same (^las-ses with 
negro students, aU dressed in blue uniforms, 
and I was told that the Indian learned more 
quickly, as a rule, than the negro. The In- 
dian boys are straight, fine looking fellows, 
and they carry an independent air in their 
eye and in their walk. The most of those I 
heard talked English fairly well, though one 
was glum and would reply to none of the 
questions I asked him. 


The Indian girls are, as a rule, not pretty. 
They are dressed plainly, and make good 
students. They leam easily all pertaining to 
housekeeping, and many of them make excel- 
lent cooks. 
Such as have gone out from 
Hampton have done weD. Some are teach- 
ers, others are wives of Indians educating 
their husbands, and a great number have 
brought soap and water and good cooking in 
among the savages. Miss Helen W. Ludlow, 
one of the teachers of Hampton, who trav- 
eled lately throughout the west, visited most 
of the tribes where the Hampton students

were, and she says out of the seventy-thr«e 
students she saw only four who had gone back 
to tbe use of the blanket. This use of the blan- 
ket, instead of civilized clothing, is with the 
Indians the sign of advancement or retr(!i^ 
gression. If you (»n get an Indian to weaiP 
civiUMd clothing iialf the battle has been' 
won. His feUow fatdiian» Uu^b a» Mm when

he goes home, and try to persAade 
to 
t ^ e off the white man's clothing. Ifhe^clss 
to them he is pretty sure to If^p up wit^jtoe 
other habits of civilization. 
« 


I was much interested in going throu^^ the 
various shops and in noting the Indiana and 
the colored boys at their trades. Tlie Hont- 
ingdon industrial works, the gift of the (nil- 
lionaire, C. P. Huntingdon, is an inmunse 
planing mill, which saws over 2,000,000 feet of 
pine logs every year. A nmnber of toys 
were working in it as I entered, and / uoted 
that some of their work was fins^' finished 
seats for a church which is being put up for 
the school 


In the girls' industrial department I found 
54 girls sewing and mending, and some mak- 
ing clothes and shirts. 
This department 
turned out 2,577 pieces of work last year, and 
amongits workers are 2 Indian boy tailors. In 
the household division 120 colored and 50 
Indian girls take their turn in cooking les- 
sons, and at the tables 40 boys are waiters and 
14 are cooks. In the Indian training shop 
there are 17 boys using carpenter tools, 2 are 
learning painting, 5 tinning, and 4 harness 
making. Three yomig Indians are employed 
in the printing office, and the paper which is 
issued by the school contains articles and 
essays written by the students in almost every 
issua The Indians make good shoemakers, 
and the shoe shops of Hampton are busy 
enough places to be located in Lynn. They 
turn out 800 pairs of shoes a year, and they 
do all the repairing for the students. 


I.^ticed some harness made by the Indian 
boys bore, and the work is excellent and as 
finely finished as you will find anywhere. 
In 
the engineer shop two Indians are at work, 
and these men are getting the training which 
will tit them for plumbing if it should happen 
that an Indian city should rise with modem 
improvements. There is a knitting depart- 
ment here at Hampton, at which the students 
make good wages; but the Indians do not take 
to this class of work, and the 10,000 dozen 
pairs of mittens which are turned out yearly 
m'e made by colored students. 


I was much impressed Avith the scene at the 
dinner tables. AJl of the 700 students came 
in in an orderly manner, and all stood and 
sang a blessing over their meal in chorus. 
The forty waiters were all boys in white 
aprons, and the tables were small ones scat- 
tered throughout a big room. The boy at the 
head of the table helped out the dishes to the 
members of his table, and I noticed that the 
eating was done with as much deconmi and 
etiquette as you wiU find at any ordinary 
family dinner table in America. The stu- 
dents seem to enjoy their meal, and they chat- 
ted together as they ate. There were many 
beautiful girls among the colored students, 
and not a few with faces so white and cauca-

sian-like in their features that only their asso- 
ciation showed them to be of African origi^ 
During my whole visit to the school I did 
not hear a vulgar word or see an unbecoming 
action in any of the students. The class 
rooms showed much intelligent teaching, and 
the scholars of the upper clas.ses will compare 
very favorably with those of some of the 
white colleges which I have visited. The 
Hampton sc;hool has proved that the Indian 
and negro are susceptible of a higli order of 
education, and the hundreds of graduates 
which this school turns out yearly cannot but 
be of great influence in civilizing the races to 
which they respectively belong.

The Distingaished Citizen and 
Soldier Dies at Noon. 


It is with deep regret Thb Skntinxii 
chronicles the death of Col. George 
Humphrey. 
The sad event occurred at 
12:30 in presence of his family and im- 
mediate friends, it liis home on West 
Berry street. 


Colonel Humphrey had recovered en- 
tirely from the fraolnre which he re- 
ceived about two months ago, bat after 
exposure and oveii exertion one w e ^ ago, 
he was attacked with erysipelas ana that 
ailment caused his death. 
No man ever 
enjoyed so many stamudi friends as did 
Colonel Humphrey. 
He had a big warm 
heart and outside of his own house- 
hold many a friend and army comrade 
will shed tears of sorrow at the death of 
a man they loved for his valor, nobility 
and generosity. 
He leaves a name en- 
graved on the national tablet and fame 
that will stand for ages in military his- 
tory. , 


Col. Humphrey was bom in Ayrshire, 
Scotland, February 2, 1825. 
He emi- 
grated to America in 1837, and the same 
year, in company with his brother, 
came to Fort Wayne. 
Soon after arrir- 
ing here he entered the service of C. G. 
French as an apprentice to leam the 
carpenter trade, and served in this ca- 
pacity four years, after which he worked 
at his trade as a master carpenter. 


On the breaking out of the Mexican 
war, in 1846, he was a member of the 
•'Mad Anthony Guards," a military com- 
pany commanded by Capt. J. McLane, 
who tendered the services of the oom- 
pang to Governor Whitcomb to serve as 
volunteers during the war. 
The com- 
pany left this city June 1,1846, and on 
the 20th of June was mustered into the 
United States service by Col. Churchill, 
U. S. A,, as Company E, First Indiana 
Mexican volunteers, to serve one year. 
The regiment was conunanded by Col. 
J. P. Drade, and Mr. Humphrey was 
mustered in as first sergeant, but was 
soon afterward promoted to a second 
lieutenancy. 
At New Orleans they em- 
barked for Santiago or Point Isabel, 
thence to the Rio Grande, where they 
encamped for some time, and from there 
were ordered to Monterey, and from 
there marched to Satillo. 
At this place 
the regiment was ordered back to Mata- 
moras to relieve an Ohio regiment, and 
Col. Drake was placed in command of 
the post at Matamoras, where the regi- 
ment remained guarding that important 
point until its term had expired, and 
was ordered back to New Orleans to be 
mustered out. 
Thus the regiment was 
not engaged in any of the battles of the 
Mexican war, but was much reduced by 
sickn«.s8 consequent upon climate and 
malarious locations. 
On the muster- 
out of the regiment, Lieut. Humphrey 
returned to Fort Wayne in 1847, and re 
sumed work at his trade. 
He was mar- 
ried at Fort Wayne, September 30,1847, 
to Marie Louise Bingham, a nster of 
Gen. Judson Bingham, U. S. A., and 
daughter of Rev. A. S. Bingham, of Eel 
River township. 


When the civil war broke out Colonel 
Humphrey was first in the field and in 
1861 lie raised a company, but his 
men 
did not go into service save in the 
state. 
Col. Humphrey was major in 
command. 
Finally they were mustered 
into the United States service 
and 
joined the army of the Potomac. 
Colo- 
nel Humphry finally was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and was sent to guard 
the Chesapeake and Ohio canal. 
Colo- 
nel Humphrey was made provast marshal 
in 1862 and marched with his company 
into Virginia. 


He was called to defend Louisville in 
August, 18(i2, and later persued Bragg 
with the army of the Ohio. 


At the buttle of Perry vi lie. Colonel 
Humphrey did gallant service and was 
complimented by Gen. B. Roussean. 
At the battle of Stone River, and in the 
final charge Coionel Humphrey's 88th 
again wun laurels and in the splendid 
charge Colonel Humphrey was wounded 
by a bullet under his shoulder blade, 
which afterward worked out and he pre- 
served it as a memento. 


Colonel Humphrey came home after 
he was wounded and revived his busi- 
ness which was destroyed by 
fire. 
In 
1864 he accepted the colonelcy of the 
139th Indiana volunteers and assisted 
General Sherman in his march to the 
sea. 


Since the war Col. Humphrey 
has 
been actively engaged in the manufac- 
turing and building business, as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Cochrane, Humphrey 
& Co., and Cochrane & Humphrey, and 
many of the finest residences and busi- 
ness blocks of Fort Wayne are evidences 
of the quality of their work. For a time 
he was architect of the new government 
building. 


Qe has a family of two sons and four 
daughters, living. The oldestbon, James 
had imbibed some of his father's milita- 
ry s|)irit, and enlisted in the army at the 
age of thirteen, serving faithfully as a 
soldier. 


The old colonel of the 88th and 139th 
will be missed.

WAsmsGTOK,* Aug. 4.—Judge Hol- 
maQj 
Indiùia, in an interview here, 
says: 
"There have been a great many 
tilings^ accomplished which will ma- 
terially 
strengthen 
the 
democratic 
party, and do much to recommend it to 
the people. 
The wholesale forfeiture 
of railroad land grants is one of the 
most important pieces of legislation that 
has been before congress. There have 
been more landa redeemed and restored 
to the public domain at this session df 
congress than ever before. Upon thé 
whole it has been a very fair congress,^ 
and I think when it has adjourned ifr 
will be found that its work has been 
generally approved by 
the 
people. 
When the appropriation bills are all in 
there will be found considerable reduc- 
tion in the 
amounts for 
carrying 
on 
the 
business 
of 
the 
govern- 
ment. 
There have been 
a 
great 
many 
pension 
bills 
passed, 
and 


as these become laws it is necessary? to 
provisions for this have got to be made. 
The increase in pensions üas been al- 
most $15,000,000, while $5,000,000 have 
been expended this year for the pay- 
ment of the Alabama awards. 
The riv- 
er and harbor bill, if it is agreed to in 
conference, will add to the appropriation 
something lite $17,000,000. 
It is very 
douubtful, however, if the bill ever be- 
comes a law. 


"Mr. Cleveland would stand a great 
deal stronger with the party if he would 
modify his views upon civil service laws. 
I think the next house wül be democrat- 
ic, though the present majority wiU, no 
doubt, to some extent be reduced, 
Mr. 
Cleveland would find it a serious i thing 
to be confronted with both branches of 
congress aroused against him. That this 
may not be the case will serve to make 
the democrats more aggressive than 
they otherwise would be. 
The hope of 
having this done wiU likewise stir the 
republicans to their utmost activity. 
There 
is a very wide difference of 
opinion and practically no harmony be- 
tween the president and the party upon 
the most vital issues now before the 
country. 
The coming campaign will 
have to be made on the issues to which 
the president is opposed. 
If we were to 
abandon the principles embraced in the 
declarations of the party on the silv^ 
question and the reduction of the 
plus in the treasury, we would at o: 
forfeit every chance of carrying the state 
of Indiana, and would seriously injure 
our chances in other states. 
The west 
and south are committed to these propo- 
sitions and upon them the battle is again 
to be fought."

Picturesque, able, mysterious, Samuel 


J. Tiiden stood as a conspicuous figure 
in our political arena, The Tiiden fam- 
ily is of English origin, and traces itself 
back for moro than two hundred and 
fifty yean, to the sturdy manhood of 
Kent. One of the family arrived in 
Massachusetts shortly after the settle- 
ment of Plymouth Bock. This was the 
part of the family from which 8. J. 
Tiiden sprang. Samuel's grandfather 
settled in Columbia county. New York, 
at an early day, establishing the family 
Dome at New Lebanon, • where it has 
been ever since. His father was born 
there and became a merchant and 
farmer, distinguished for his intelligence 
and good judgement, and a man popular 
in his section. His mother came from 
the family of \Yilliam Jones, 
who 


had 
been 
lieutenant governor 
of 


the colony of New Haven, a man of 
decided prominence in his time, Samuel 
was born in 1814. 
His early education 


was carefully attended to by his father 
who waa altogether capable in this re- 
spect. It soon became apparent, how- 
ever, that the young man's physical 
strength waa not sufficiently good to 
sustain hia mental activity, and ho shorts 
ly left college considerably broken down 
in health; liter he recovered somewhat 
and was enabled to enter the University 
of New York, where he finished his 
academic education. 
He was at the 


time twenty years of age, but had al- 
ready given considerable time to tho 
examination of questions of politics and 
finance He was a decided democrat 
and had no trouble to give intelligent 
reasons for his faith. He wan already a 
clear reasoner and a fluent, direct talker. 
Almost from the first Tiiden became a 
politician, Hoo*mo into his majority 


Yention. After one legislative term he 
returned to his law practice. 
He was 


chairman,of the democratic ^state com- 
mittee in 1863. He went at the work of 
ridding the state of the Tweed ring, hi 
his oool and oaloulative way and com- 
pletely overthrew the conspirators. He 
was made governor of New York in 1874 
During his term of office he broke np 
the canal ring. He offended Mr. John 
Kelly and the two were ever afterward 
enemies. In 1876 ho was nominated for 
president of the United States and the 
democrats claimed his election. 
The 


electoral commission, however, counted 
Win out,,.; Since then he has been more 
orless prominent in politics. 
Having 


never married, ha had no home ties. He 
lived in Gramaroy Park and his house is 
furnished with all that culture and taste 
can suggest. 


H1STOBIOA&. 


Samuel Jones Tiiden, an American 


lawyer, was 
bom 
in 
New Lob- 


anon, Columbia county, New York, 
February 9, 1814. He entered Yale 
college in 1833, bnt completed his course 
at the university of New York, and was 
admitted to the bar. He was a member 
of the. state constitutional convention of 
1849, and .also of the assembly, and did 
much to shape the' canal policy of the 
state. In 1865 he was defeated aa dem- 
ocratic candidate for the office of attor- 
ney general of the state. In 1866 he 
was chosen chairman of tho state demo- 
cratic committee, and in 1867 was a mem- 
ber of the constitutional convention. In 
1869-'70 he was active in the organiza- 
tion of the bar association. In 1870-'71 
he was prominent in detecting important 
frauds in the government of Now York 
city, and in 1872 was a member of as- 
sembly. In November, 1874, he was 
elected governor of Now York by 50,317 
majority. He has been counsel in many 
important cases, 
prominent among 


which are the Flagg contested election 
for the comptrollership of New York 
city in 1856; the Bnrdell heirs against 
Mrs. Cunningham in 1857; tho Cumber- 
land coal case in 1868; and the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal 
company 


against the Pennsylvania Coal company 
in 1863. 
. 


Mr. Tiiden was in the seventy-second 


year of his age. Ho was five feet ten 
inches in height, and he had what phy- 
siologists call the purely nervous tem- 
perament, with its usual accompani- 
ment of spare figure, blue eyes and fair 
complexion. His hair, originally chest- 
nut, was partially silvered with age. 


At the St, Louis convention, June 28, 


1876, Mr. Tildeu was nominated for the 
presidency, receiving 535 votes on the 
second ballot At the election he re- 
ceived 4,284,265 against 4,033,295 for It. 
B. Hayes.

This school hat; stoce.deyeloped.'into the .noted', 
Normal and Agricultural institute of Hamp- 
ton, which now hoe buildings and1 lands valued' 
at $400,000, and which gives tuition.annually to 
about 500 colored people and 140; Indians, Jt 
has become oix of the great iiiatitutious of 'the 
United States, and it is known from 'Maine to 
Georgia and.from Oregon to Florida..

INDIAN HOTS IN UNIFORM. 


Tho i students are all required to labor for 


tortani hours every day, but they h'ovo only 
an hour's work ft day which they are not paid 
for. For all over this the sdiool pays them 
from 5 to 8 cents an hour, and they havo tho 
cEahceof making from $4 to $5 a month (it 
tho trades which thny learn hero. Tho aim is 
to give thorn such an education as will onftblo 
.thorn to makti good citizens and good mon 
and women, and they arc taught, in addition 
to the usual branches of education, tho use of 
txwlfl and useful trades. Tho girls loarn how 
to keep house, to cook, to wash, to nurso and 
to sew, and the boyt havo certain hours of 
work upon tho farm, In the sawmill, the car- 
penter shop, the tilt shop, tho blacksmith shop 
aud elsewhere. 
Tho institution, is by no 


means a money making one. It is not man- 
aged as a speculation but as a -groat educa- 
tional, and, In n manner, charitable, institu- 
tion. It receives an appropriation from tho 
statoof Virginia and congress pays $107 a 
year for each Indian student being educated 
In it. Tho labor feature in n mntterof edu- 
cation rather than for profit, and tho ntudontt 
last year earned over $43,000.

100feet front: Ono of its wings.is 100foot 
deep, and its cost must have run high into tho 
•thousands. The Indians hei'u are drtss&l like 
the whites, and they live liko civilised people. 
The Indian boys' cottage It called the "wig- 
warn." Each Jjifliim has ft room to himself

fitted up with a woshstand, a good, hard, 
clean bed, a chair and a table. I noted that 
many of ithcm decorated their rooms with 
pictures, and that though tho 'prints were 
poor the 'evidence of 'arfetiR' tnste was not 
hacking.

These Indians come,, from many different 


tribes and they speak languages widely dif- 
ferent.' When-they' first come the sigu lan- 
guage,1 whioh is in common use among all tho 
Indian tribes, was used by tho students In in- 
structing ; them as to various matters, and I 
give you a-jiicturo here of a Hampton student 
who is; supposed to be telling two. of his 
. blanketed brothers, fresh from the frontier, 
how the white man's way is the better way 
forthem. ' ' 


OKB OP THB 


Hampton is managed somewhat as a mili- 
;tary'school. The officers drill dally, and the 
icliolai-s all have unifonns. The dark slonned 
^oificers ivear their epaulettes ivith dignity, 
and 1 rioted that, tho iuujor, who was our 
guide,-'Was greeted'with a military salute 
•iwherevel1 we went. 


The Iiidians here of both sexes enjoy the 


life.' Th'o -Indian boys cut their hair short 
'and'wear'shoes instead of moccasins. They 
like jAiTiericnn games,. and play croquet, 
dominoes and checkers,, delighting especially 
iir looking at pictures and in reading when 
they lieoomo for enough advanced to do so. 
They -try to help each other, and they have, 
in the Vigwnm, family prayers every nighfe 
' conducted by the boys, two taking part each 
night. Ono reads a verse from tho Biblo and 
the other- makee a short prayer cither in 
Englislibr Iiidiau, and then all sing averse 
•and -repent tlm Tjonl's prayer. Theso Indian 
students are great follows for clubs. They 
have a'half dozen different orgaiii?yition3 
mndo up .of debating societies, literary so- 
cieties, . lomperauce societies, brothers' so- 
cieties, etn. Tho Indian girls have also clubs, 
and every- two • woeks those clubs meet to- 
gether and have social and literary entertain- 
ments. Tho Indian is much more ot a social 
animal than he is Riven credit for, and under 
proper iurroimdings ho develops a love for 
social amusement* equal to that of the Eng- 
lish. 


he goes home, and try to porsiado TTJVi to 
tiike off tlie white man's clothing. If ho' 
to them IK* is pretty sure to keep up witr. .the 
other hubits of civilization.

I was much interested in going through, the 


various shops aiid in noting tho Indiant and 
the colored boys at thuii- trades. The Hunt- 
ingdon . illJustrial works, tho gift of thooiil- 
lioiiairo, C. P. Huntingdon, it an uuminso 
planing mi 11, whicb saws over y,000,000 feei of 
pine logs ovory year. A number of toys 
were working in it as I entered, onc'l I noted 
that souio of their work was ilitlj' finished 
seats for a church which is beiuj'putup for 
tho school. 
-

In thogii'lri1 industrial department I found 


64 girls flawing and mending, inid some mak- 
ing clothes and shirts. 
This department 


turned out 2,">77 pieces of work last year, and 
among its workers tiro S IiidianlKjy tailors. In 
the household division 120 colored and 50 
Indian girls take their turn in cooking les- 
sons, and at the tables 40 boys nro waiters and 
14 are cooka In the Indian training shop 
there are 17 boys using carpenter tools, 2 are 
learning painting, 5 tinning, and 4 harness 
making. Three young Indians aro employed 
in the printing oilico, and the paper which is 
issued by the school contains articles and 
essays written by tho students in almost every 
issue. The Indians make good shoemakers, 
and the shoe.shops of Hampton are busy 
enough places to be located in Lynn. They 
turn out 800 pairs of shoes a year, and they 
do all the repairing for tho students, 


Ljjoticed some lifirness made by tho Indian 


boys bore, and the work is excellent and as 
finely finished as you will iin<l anywhere. In 
tho engineer shop two Indians are at work, 
and these men are getting tho training wbich 
will lit them for plumbing if it should happen 
that an Indian oiby should rise with modern 
improvements. There is a knitting depart- 
ment hero at Hampton, at which tho students 
make good wages; but the Indians do uot take 
to this doss ot work, and tho 10,000 dozen 
pairs of mittens which aro luriiwl out yearly 
aro made by colored students. 


I was much impressed with the scene at the 


dinner tables. All of the 700 students came 
.in in an orderly manner, and all stood and 
sang a blessing over their meal in chorus, 
The forty waiters were nil boys in white 
aprons, and the tables were small ones scat- 
tered throughout a Lig room. Tho boy at the 
head of tho table helped out tho dishes to the 
members of his table, aud I noticed that the 
eating was done with as much decorum and 
etiquette • as you will find at any ordinary 
family dinner table in America. Tho stu- 
dents seem to enjoy their meal, and they chat- 
ted togethur as they ate. There were many 
beautiful girls among the colored studonts, 
and not a few with faces so white and cauca-

sian-like in their features thnt only their asso- 
ciation showed them to be o£ African, origin. 


During my whole visit to tho school I did 


not hear a vulgar word or see an unbecoming 
action in any of tho students. Tho class 
rooms showed much intelligent teaching, and 
the scholars of tho uppur classes will compare 
very favorably with t.hoso of some of tho 
white colleges, which I havo visia-d. The 
Hampton school bas proved that, the Indian 
and negro are susceptible of a high order of 
education, and the hundreds of graduates 
which tliis school turns out yearly cannot but 
bo of great influence in civilizing thu races to 
which they respectively, belong.

AX INDIAN OTRL IN HTER ROOM. 


The 1 Indians .here, as a rule, work half of 


the day mid study tho other half. I ont-ircd 
a number of their class rooms, nud liu:ml • 
them answer the questions projioiniflftl by tho ( 
teachers. Tlioy \vcrc in tho samo classes with 
negro students, all di-essed in blue uniforms, 
and 1 was told that the Indian learned inoro 
quickly, as a rulo, than tho negro. Tho In- 
dian boys are straight, ilno looking'follows, 
nnd they carry an independent air in their 
eyo and in thoir walk. Tho most of those 1 
.heard talked "Rnglish fairly well, though ono 
was glum, and would reply to nono of tho 
questions I asked him. 


Tho :lhdian girls aro, 03 a rule, not pretty. 


They are dressed plainly, and make good 
students. They learn easily all pertaining to 
bousekeepiug, and many of them iimko excel- 
lent cooks. 
Such as havo gone out from 


Hampton have done woll. Some aro teach- 
ers, others aro wives of Indians educating 
thoir husbands, and a great number havo 
brought soap and water and good cooking in 
among the savages. Miss HeK:n W. Ludlow,

grated to America in 1837, and the same 
year,' in company with his brother, 
came to Fort Wayne. Soon after arriv- 
ing here he entered the service-of C..G. 
French as an apprentice to learn the 
carpenter trade, and served in this ca- 
pacity four years, after which he workf d 
at his trade as a master carpenter. 


On the breaking out of the -Mexican 


war, in'1816, he was a member of the 
•'Mad Anthony Guards," a military com- 
pany commanded by Capt. J. McLane, 
who tendered the services of the oom- 
paug to Governor Whitcomb to serve as 
volunteers during the war. 
The com- 


pany left this city Jnne 1,1846, and on 
the 20th of June waa mustered into the 
United States service by Col. Churchill, 
U. S. A,, as Company. E, First Indiana 
Mexican volunteers, to serve one Year. 
The regiment was commanded by 061. 
J. P. Drade, and Mr. Humphrey was 
mustered in as first sergeant, but was 
soon afterward promoted to a second 
lieutenancy. .AlNew Orleans they em- 
barked for Santiago or Point Isabel, 
thence to the Rio Grande, where they 
encamped for some time, and from there 
•were ordered to Monterey, and from 
there-marched to Satillo. At this pined 
the regiment was ordered back to Mata- 
moras to relieve an Ohio regiment, and 
Col. Drake was placed in command of 
the post at Matamoras, where the regi- 
ment remained guarding that important 
,point until.its. term, hud expired, and 
waa ordered buck to New Orleans to bo 
mustered out. Thus the regiment was 
not engaged iu any of the battles of' the 
Mexican war, but was much reduced by 
sickness consequent upon climate, and 
malarious locations. Oh the muster- 
out of the regiment, Lieut. Humphrey 
returned to Fort Wayne in 1847, and re. 
Burned work at his trade; Hewas mar- 
ried al Fort Wayne, September 30,1847, 
to Marie Louise' Bingham, a sister of 
Geil. Jndson Bingham, U. 8. A., and 
daughter of Kev. A.- 8. Bingham, of Eel 
River township. 


•When the civil war broke out Colonel 


Humphrey was Hrat in this field and in 
1881. he railed a company, but his men 
did -not go into service aave in the 
state. Col. Humphrey was major in 
command. Finally they were mustered 
into' the United States service and 
joined the army of the Potomac. Colo- 
nel Humphry finally was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel aud was sent to guard 
the Chesapeake aud Ohio canal.
